For | don't in the 
leaſt doubt but that moſt of-thoſe who were the chief Incendiaries in the 
Late Revolution, and who ſcattered the Fears and Jealouſics of Popery 
moſt, woul4 now acknowledge, if they duiſt ſpeak onr, that all the Pro- 
vocations of the laſt R:ign were in themſelves as Impotent, as Urjuſt, and 
that it was impoſlible for ſo inconſiderable a Party to contrive any Miſchiefs 
that required ſuch violent Remedies as were precribed. For whoever 
heard that a Country govern'd by Laws was enſlaved by a Prince, whom 
his Subjects had entertained inveterate apprehenſions of, -even before his 
acceſſion to the Crown, or would nor )augh at the pretence of five or fix 
thouſand Papsfs endangering our Religion and Property, when there was a 
Million of Proteſtants, keepers of the Libertics of Exgland. It was there- 
fore a vain Phantometo imagine that a King whoſe Subjetts were ſuſpiti- 
ous and watchful over, could ſurpriſe us with any material Innovati ns in 
Religion, or undermine the Fundamentals of our*Government; for ab no 
man can bedangerouſly betrayed but by a Friend, ſo no Government can be 


Tubverted but by a Magiſtrate in whom a Trult and Confidence is repoſed ; | 


agreeable to which is a Maxim of our modern Polititians, That ghe Eng- 
liſh Liberties were never ſo much endangered as under vertuous Princes, 


the meaning of which is that our People charmed with an Opinion of their | 
uſtice, have been too unwarily apt to ſubmir to ſuch extenſions of theT 


erogative, that by the abuſe of evil Succeſſors have become Preſidents 
for a too exorbitant exerciſe of their Power. This conſ.quence is much 
worſe becauſe nearer ab hand, if the Prince be vertaons only in the giddy 
conceit of the Populace, deluded by the fallacies of artificial men, for ſach 
an one carries the ſecret Venom about him, anc is impatient of opportuni- 
ties to profit himſelf upon the dupes of his own Reign. And this is juſt 
eur caſe; for by ſtarting at a Shadow, we have embraced the very Sub- 
ſtance that we feared, in depoſing a Lawful home-horn Monarch, who cold 


Zeal a little Forreign Prince, who has imbibed by his Education a Nye 
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for Engliſh men, and has ſo modell'd his Affairs, as if the King 


the Stathoider, and intended theſe three Kingdoms ſhould be Provinces a 
ſervi-nt to the Sev<n from whence he comes. 

1 his may be deduced from every A& fincethe firſt Scene of this ſo fatal- 
and expenirre Reign ; but it not. being the ſubjett of this place to launch 
into a thurow Commentary, 1 will only hint at what is freſheſt in our Memo- 
ries, and put you in min4 of the late admirable Caution. in the Condu@ of 
our Fleets and Army.
